What more tender emblem could 
be imagined for a coat-of-arms 
than that of a pelican feeding its 
young with its own blood? A 
strange choice, at first sight, for 
a man whose every action bore the 
stamp of authority and power 
and whose gaze spanned the fu- 
ture with a creative genius that 
time has revealed to be almost 


prophetic. But this man of action. 


Cardinal Lavigerie, bore within 
him not only a great love for God. 
but also a love for all mankind 
that brooked no easy solution or 
selfish silence when faced with 
mankind’s problems. The pelican, 
a symbol of Christ’s own words. 
“Take ye and eat. This is My 
Blood”, was indeed a fitting em- 
blem for the great-hearted Bishop. 

His keenly sensitive nature and 
powerful imagination gave him 
insight into suffering that he 
once made his own and tragic 
situations that seemed insoluble 
were settled with typical generos- 
ity. He carried faith to its utmost 
limit and there consummated it in 
Love. 

In 1861, when he was Director 
of the Oriental Schools, he went 
to the assistance of the Druses 
and Turks. Bishop of Algiers in 


1867, he snatched from death the 
typhus-stricken Moslems of Al- 
geria. In his later years, when his 
White Fathers wrote from Cen- 
tral Africa of the slave-trade that 
every year took 400,000 Africans 
from their native land to a life of 
unspeakable cruelty and degrada- 
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tion, the Cardinal set out on his 
anti-slavery campaign regardless 
of his advancing years. The great 
halls of Paris, London, Brussels, 
Rome, heard his denunciation of 
slavery and all its attendant evils. 

After two years campaigning, 


the Brussels conference and then 
the Paris congress saw the estab- 
lishment of the anti-slavery asso- 
ciation and the end of the slave- 
traffic by land and sea. 

The Cardinal’s charity knew no 
distances, no frontiers, no distinc- 
tion of race or religion. “All men 


are my brothers, no matter where 
they come from.” 

“When God asks of me an ac- 
count of my life, I want to be able 
to say that no suffering was ever 
made known to me without my try- 
ing to relieve it.” 

In 1892 Cardinal Lavigerie died. 
To use his own words, he “pros- 
trated himself before the Lamb 
Whose Blood has ransomed all 
mankind.” He had realized his 
program of Love: the pelican in 
his escutcheon had not been a sym- 
bol only.

When a Missionary Sister first 
goes to the Missions, she finds 
everything new—new country, new 
language, new customs, she wishes 
she had a hundred eyes and ears 
so as to be able to see and hear 
everything all at once. 

In 1869, the Archbishop of 
Algiers, North Africa, called eight 
young girls to his diocese 
they were to be the first White 
Sisters. After saying “Goodbye” 
to their families, they set sail from 
Marseilles, crossed the Mediter- 
ranean Sea, and landed in Algiers 
on Septentber 8th, the birthday of 
Our Blessé@ Mother. Never before 
had they crog§gd the sea. It had 
been 2 6ig--gaerifice todeave their 
lovedg@nes,amd ‘their mative land, 
but they iad ‘generously offered 
that to God’ an@lpwere determined 
never (6) take jt@Back. Although 
their hearfs ha@y Been a little sad 
when they said “Goodbye” they 
were now filled with joy, for here 
they were actually in the land 
where God wanted them to work 
and bring SOULS to HIM

Whatia_ task!In_ those “days, 
nearly.a hundred yéar§iago, Afriea 
was differént from what iris today, 
it was truly famed THE DARK 
CONTINENT. ‘Although. if the 


early days there were many Chris- 
tians in the North of Africa, for 
centuries now it had been the 
center of Moslemism. The people 
believed in God but did not know 
Jesus, our Lord and Savior. Few 
white people had penetrated into 
the depths of the jungles of Central 
Africa . . . but in spite of this, the 
dauntless group of young girls 
knew that with God’s grace, they 
would help TO BRING CHRIST 
TO AFRICA and AFRICA TO 
CHRIST. 

As they walked through the 
narrow cobbled streets of Algiers, 
they looked with bewilderment at 
the hundreds of Arabs hurrying by 
them and chatting in groups, here 
and there. One of the young 
heroines said to her companions: 
“But what can WE ever do for all 
these people?” 

Don’t you think, that you would 
have said the same thing if you 
had been one of that little group 
of eight? Yes, it was a tremendous 
task, but SOMEONE was going to 
be there to help, and that was 
OUR BLESSED MOTHER. 
These brave girls were to be the 
first members of a new Missionary 
Congregation. They were to work 
exclusively for Africa, dedicating 
their lives to God, through Mary, 
under whose protection’ the bud- 
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ding Institute was placed. They 
became the first Missionary Sisters 
of Our Lady of Africa, but because 
of their white habit, they were also 
called the White Sisters. 

There are now over 2000 of these 
Missionary Sisters, most of them 
working in Africa, doing medical, 
educational or work, 
caring for leprosy patients or visit-

“THE CHURCH IN AFRICA LACKS APOSTLES” 
(Pius XII, Fidei Donum, ) 


Bunyoro is but a small part of 
Ruwenzori Vicariate, situated in 
the west of Uganda, known geo- 
eraphically as the Western Prov- 
ince. Ruwenzori could be trans- 
lated literally by “Mountains of 
the Moon”. That is what Stanley 
called them when he passed that 
way, but the real name is “Rwen- 
jura”’—Mountains of rain. for on 
these mountains and round about 
them, it never rains but it pours 

-and that very often. 

Ruwenzori Vicariate covers an 
area of 19,385 square miles, hav- 
ing a population of 1,273,000 
souls. They are not all Catholics, 


fy 


of course, but they would be, if 
there were more shepherds to 
bring in the sheep. Of that num- 
ber 236,000 are Catholics and 36,- 
000 are under instruction in the 
catechumenates. Nothing to do in 
\frica? Come and see! 

This huge vicariate is divided 
in four large districts. Kigezi. of 
wondrous geographical beauty, 
possesses four mission posts run 
by the White Fathers with no 


White Sisters to help them and 
nobody else besides. Ankole has 
five posts run by the White Fath- 
ers and one by the African clergy. 
Here the Sisters of Our Lady of 
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The African Sisters are taught to do all the works the White Sisters do. The 
novices are even taught to make vestments. 


Good Counsel do the same work as 
we do. Toro has four large White 
Fathers’ Missions and two others 
run by the African clergy. At Toro 
the White Sisters have two impor- 
tant centers. One is Virika where 
there is a novitiate for the African 
Sisters; this young congregation, 
started in 1940, counts 60 mem- 
bers. They are still being trained 
and governed by the White Sisters 
but as soon as they are able they 
will be self-governing, in very 
much the same way as the Daugh- 
ters of Mary of Bwanda who have 
their own Mother General and 
Council. Besides the training of 
the African Sisters, we have also 
a Junior Secondary, a Catechism 
school, and a women’s club. Then 
at Kinyamasika, started in 1955, 
we have a large Teacher Training 
Center and two practising schools. 


The smallest and perhaps the 
most attractive of the four dis- 
tricts is Bunyoro which has one 
large mission at Masindi and an- 
other at Hoima. In this mission 
post there are three White Fath- 
ers, and one Munyoro priest who 
does the work of School Super- 
visor for Catholic schools besides 
the ministry. There is also a 
Brother whose ungrateful job is to 
pull down precious buildings de- 
voured by the white ants while he 
is not always able to put them up 
again for want of cash. The 
church, a huge building, badly de- 
vastated by the white ants, is 
waiting patiently, to be pulled 
down by the same Brother as soon 
as the new one is built; the girls’ 
Primary School will be the next, 
—but if this should have to come 
down there will be no Primary 
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School left for we have no money 
to put up a new one. 

In this interesting Catholic 
Mission are six White Sisters, 
looking after all sorts of things:— 
the boarders, quite a handful of 
85 big girls, the boarding school 
with leaking roof, the daily meals 
which might or might not be ob- 
tainable; the sick who live far 
away from the mission and must 
be visited; the mothers, waiting 
for the happy arrival of the ninth 
or tenth baby; and of course, the 
sinners, for these, like the termites, 
are able to destroy what the 
church builds up. 

No one must think, however, 
that missionaries are people who 
run blindly after this, that, and 
the other thing in a sort of wild 
goose chase. Ah no! nothing is 
better organized than missionary 
activity. There are three things 
which busy missionaries consult

very often. One is the calendar in 
order to organize every detail of 
the month’s missionary work in 
the school, the hospital, the vil- 
lages. 

Secondly, the clock, so as to get 
out of each unforgiving minute, its 
sixty seconds’ worth of distance 
run. “Give us, O Lord, days of 48 
hours”, prays the missionary, 
“since so much has to be done and 
there are so few to do it. Give us 
also, O Lord, a very long life that 
we may labor long and fruitfully 
in Thy vineyard since so few are 
coming over to replace us.” And 
the third thing that missionaries 
consult very often is the Taber- 
nacle in the Chapel, to ask the 
Head of the Mystical Body whose 
members we are, how and in what 
way, He wants us to be His Hands, 
His Feet and His Voice; how to 
make the message of the Gospel 
sO attractive and so simple that 
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Consulting 
the 

Divine 
Master 


the dullest minds may understand 
it, that some soul long rusted by 
habits of sin may be touched by 
grace, that some intelligent girl in 
the Secondary School may get a 
vocation, or better still, that some 
young girl in America may dedi- 
cate herself to found the Kingdom 
of Christ in Africa, as a White 
Sister. 

Thus, between the calendar, the 
clock and the Tabernacle we run 
gaily along, sowing seeds on all 
sorts of ground, the rocky, the 
thorny and the good hoping that 
the Lord of the Harvest will give 
the increase. 

The center of Hoima Mission 
district is, of course, the parish. 
Any parish, as a matter of fact, 
with its staff of priests, Brothers 
Sisters, Catholic teachers and lead- 
ers of Catholic Action may be 


termed as a Power-House of the 
Mystical Body of Christ, whose 
works are to give divine life to 
souls. There are only two such 
parishes in all Bunyoro, one thirty 
miles away form the other, but in 
between there are several chapels 
where the visiting priest says Mass 
for the village people at least once 
every two months. Around these 
chapels there will also be a Catho- 
lic School which means that a 
large proportion of the population 
can read and write. 

How to attain the 236,000 Cath- 
olics of this large diocese of Ru- 
wenzeri, with its 36,000 Catechu- 
mens, and how to keep them all 
in good spiritual health is a prob- 
lem big enough to give one a head- 
ache. So the Missionaries thought 
of a plan—nothing better than a 
Catholic Newspaper. In 1953 the 
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“Mwebingwa” (The Messenger) 
was started as a monthly paper but 
its circulation was so rapid that 
it soon appeared every two weeks. 
About 3,000 copies are printed and 
each copy is read by at least a 
dozen readers. Although the editor 
has incurred a debt of a couple of 
thousand dollars on its publication 
on account of the heavy govern- 
ment taxes, it is considered to be 
a venture infinitely worth while 
because of the many non-Catholics 
who read it and who are thus 
brought to a knowledge of the 
truth. The staff who edit the paper 
are members of the Catholic Action 
League who are giving their time 
willingly and freely after their 
regular office work. 

Our Junior Presidium of the 
Legion of Mary in the girls’ Junior- 
Secondary counts 35 members. 
They care for Our Lady’s Chapel, 
dust the benches of the parish 
church in the early morning, grow 
flowers for Our Lady, help the old 
women round the mission and teach 
the Catechism to the younger 
pupils in their free time; all this 
teaches them how to become 
active members of the Mystical 
Body and how to further the King- 
dom of Christ on earth in their 
own souls and in those of others. 
About two years ago they cele- 
brated their annual picnic in a 
village where there were hardly 
any Catholics at all and where 
there was no Girls’ school. The 
non-Catholic chief received us with 


great courtesy, called all the village 
people to see the religious plays 
given by the Legionaries, and the 
rosary was said in common. When 
all was over he said to us sadly: — 
“If only you could set up a Catho- 
lic school for girls here, Mama, 
(Sister), perhaps the young women 
of the village would make better 
marriages, would avoid concubin- 
age and pagan ways. Mama, why 
don’t you come?” “Because the 
laborers are few”, we answered, 
and to ourselves we added, “Be- 
cause many are called but few are 
willing to leave all things and face 
a hard life in Africa.” Yet if they 
did, there would be more Catholic 
Schools and hence a better Chris- 
tian population. 

One of the African teachers in 
the Junior Secondary, a Munyoro 
girl from Hoima parish, is entering 
the Convent. She is making the 
sacrifice of a very large salary, 
of a good home, for her father is 
a chief, and her liberty: but she 
is making that sacrifice to be able 
to share her faith with others. How 
nice it would be if more American 
girls would be as generous as my 
“teacher Roza”; and leave all 
things to share their faith with 
those who have it not, to enlighten 
those who live in darkness and in 
the shadow of death. Many a 
“Power Station” is needed in 
Africa to bring in more members 
to the Mystical Body of Christ 
and to collaborate with God for the 
Salvation of Souls.

Around its 
evening, the lamp re-unites the 


five of us: it is recreation time.

We are 
at Dano, a little, insignificant 
village on the Ivory Coast, but we 
are surrounded by 1,000 baptized 
people to make into good Chris- 
tians, 25,000 pagans to convert. 

And we are only five, five White 
Sisters who feel, above all, our 
powerlessness, who would so much 
like to be able to increase tenfold 
both our work and our knowledge

WE NEED . 

We need a Sister with a diploma 
for the School which has 200 
pupils; then it would be able to 
take 300 or 400 next year. 

But there are only two of us... 
We even need a supervisor and, 
what is more, a car as well. Would 
we not then be able to establish 
8 or 10 village schools which would 
be run by former pupils become 
teachers, and who would gather 
together the little children from 
the surrounding huts, for our 200 
pupils are boarders, coming from 
homes 15 or 30 miles distant, 
completely in the charge of the 
Mission, which explains the small 
number. If only each village had 
its modest little school where, to- 
gether with catechism classes and 
lessons on morals, the children 
would be able to receive a little 
elementary knowledge! But 
we should need a Sister to visit 
these little bee-hives scattered in 
the bush, to encourage, to question, 
to judge the needs and the dif- 
ficulties, to help the more advanced 
pupils. She would be welcomed 


with triumph in these villages 
which never see the Sisters 
She would give the lessons on 


morals, teach singing, stimulate the 
teachers, and return to Dano, a 
little tired without a doubt, but 
so happy. 
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The village children plead with the Sisters to come and teach them. 


If necessary, the sixth Sister 
could be a nurse, a trained nurse. 
Two Sisters would not be too 
many at the dispensary where 
there are many lepers, fever- 
patients, babies who do not grow, 
young, inexperienced mothers . 
Can you see, at Dano, a maternity 
hospital which would end the 
custom of giving birth to babies 
under a tree near the hut or in 
the yard, in the open air? Why 
yes! we need a sixth Sister who 
could teach the women to clothe 
their little ones, to lay them down 
to sleep elsewhere than on a bed 
of grass. And if this nurse were 
really energetic in addition, she 
could give them medical aid ... 

If I may be permitted to express 
a wish, I should like a Sister who 
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sings well. Perhaps not a Prima 
Donna nor a former Opera singer, 
but possessing a good voice, for 
the Dagari are always out of tune. 
They are passionately fond of 
singing, they dream of mixed 
choirs . . . and they are incapable 
of singing a B flat or an F natural 
which is in tune. 

After their day in the classroom 
the teaching Sisters have hardly 
any voice left, and yet ... how 
can one resist a request such as, 
“Sister, are you not going to teach 
us to sing this evening? A nice 
song of the Church?”

girls (let us eliminate the women 
with rasping voices), the catech- 
ism pupils aged from 16 to 20, 
fathers of families with greying 
beards . . . And all these people, 
with a childlike simplicity would 
follow the timing of her white 
hand... 

Will I be understood if I say 
that I should also like this artist 
to be able to dance? The little 
ones whose bodies are so supple 
and who get the beat so quickly 
would be delighted to learn 
rhythmic movements to perform 
in front of their admiring parents! 
Today, sports are held in great 
honor . dancing also—even to 
excess—but all that could be 
utilized for the glory of God. 

To consider the practical side 


of life—and without despising the 
arts—a needle-woman would be 
a jewel at Dano... We do not 
insist that she should have a 
diploma in dress-designing, but if 
our sixth sister could cut out and 
sew, I repeat that she would be a 
treasure. The Dagari country, 
still far from civilization has kept 
—as far as clothing is concerned— 
the fashions of the earthly para- 
dise. Even though most of the men 
now wear clothes, the women 
continue to pick theirs from the 
trees of the bush, and the children 
are clothed with a sunbeam. 
We dress our pupils: the boys 
wear a white shirt and trousers 
which are too small for their liking 
too big for our purse. The 
girls have a skirt. 
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A Domestic Science Course would be invaluable at Dano. 


As there is neither post office, nor 
roads and shops at Dano and since 
the mission is the only centre of 
civilization, it is to us that those 
who have earned a little money 
by selling their rice and their pea- 
nuts come: “kparo”! clothes! 
“For me!” 

“What sort of clothing?” 

“Kparo” 

That is all, and it is quite clear 
. . . What does the shape or the 
color matter, open collar or ki- 
mono, shirt or vest! 


“For whom?” 


Every Sister has much urgent 
work, pupils who are waiting, but 
how can one send away with empty 
hands this poor African who would 
never be able to understand that 
one did not have time to make 
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clothes for him? Then there is also 
the mother who produces her 25 
cents, showing us at the same time 
her plump little baby: “Kparo! 
... She will wait on the gallery 
3 or 4 hours until a Sister has made 
a little frock for her. 

And this poor little urchin, 
clothed in dust, who by dint of 
crying, has extorted 30 cents from 
his father: “a pair of trousers!” 
What an affair: his first pair of 
trousers! How can we tell him that 
there are none available? He would 
not leave the house and would 
follow each Sister until evening, 
holding out to her his fortune 
and repeating. “The trousers!” 
Decidedly we need a needlewoman. 

For the rest, any talent or 
aptitude would find a use at Dano 
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. If God called a milliner away 
from her velvets and ribbons, she 
would be most welcome. What! ... 
Hats for people without clothes? 

Our people realize the superi- 
ority of the head over the rest of 
the body and would sacrifice all 
for a head-dress. Have we not met 
a young man dressed as in Para- 
dise, cane in hand, and a soft hat 
on his head? A hat-seller would 
do famously here—financially 
speaking—the coins and _ notes 
would roll in. 

Alas! there is neither milliner 
nor hat-seller, and one must go to 
the Coast to acquire this luxurious 
article. But they no longer go there 
since the White Sisters began to 
manufacture various kinds of hats, 
ranging from children’s caps to 
fezzes, from broad-brimmed hats 
for women to caps for men. 

What? A trade in hats? ; 
Yes, as it was impossible to provide 
for all the boarders and to pay for 
their clothes, school equipment and 
books, our ingenuity was taxed in 
order to find money to enable us 
to support the pupils, or else send 
them away. And there are some 
who had reached their fifth year 
at school! Were we to lose all at 
once the fruit of so much effort, and 
hope of the seminary and the 
novitiate? No, it would be better 
to make hats, putting together the 
scraps of material in a stylish way. 
Since by making hats, one is able 
to save the school, keep the pupils, 
pay for their books which cost so 
much. . . do we not need a Sister 
who is a milliner? 


And many other aptitudes too, 
could work marvels! ... To tell 
the truth we need 4 or 5 new Sis- 
ters. 

If, however, our sixth Sister has 
an apostolic soul, if she loves God 
above all and burns with a desire 
to make Him loved, if she is 
humble, joyous and simple 
oh! even if she does not know how 
to do anything, we hope that she 
will come, for sanctity alone reach- 
es souls, and without it, all the 
rest is sO unimportant that it is 
not even worth while discussing it. 

This is the trend of our conver- 
sation, our heads bent together 
round the lamp which re-unites us 
in its white light each evening 
Dano. 


A hat enhances the dignified look of 
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God had given me from my 
childhood a desire to devote my- 
self to the salvation of my poorest 
and humblest brethren. To live 
with the poor, to comfort them, 
relieve their physical ills, lift up 
their hearts to realities higher than 
the daily grind of an existence 
made painful by hard work and 
the uncertainty of the future, 
seemed to me an ideal beautiful 
enough for me to consecrate my 
whole life to it. 

My youthful dreams have be- 
come reality. Now I am indeed in 
touch with the poor, making: my- 
self one with — I want to help 
and comfort: “A Jew with the 
Jews, weak with — weak, so as to 
win souls to Jesus Christ.’ 

Our many social and educational 
works give us contact with the 
poor of Africa, and that, not only 
by our activity but by every de- 
tail of our lives. 

Our very clothes, in drawing the 
attention of the Africans to us, help 
us to make our whole lives a wit- 
ness. Every minute of our lives be- 
longs at once to God and to our 
neighbor. And our prayer, more 
effective than our words, impresses 
the people who realize that we 
spend many hours in worship. All 
our activities thus take on a social 
and educative character, preaching 
without words. 

“A truncated life,” was an ob- 
jection 1 often heard. Truncated? 
No. Pruned, yes; like the branch 
that the vinegrower cuts off so that 
the vine may produce more fruit. 
The duties to which the Rule ob- 
liges us may seem at first sight a 
curtailment, a diminution, but in 
reality they are a deliverance, true 
freedom.

“It is impossible for anyone to 
do all the good she would like to 
do.” True enough, just as the artist 
does not use all the colors on his 
palette to paint a picture; no mat- 
ter how beautiful they may be, 
but reserves the choice for himself, 
according to a distinct scale of 
values. 

Ap- 
parently, yes; but in reality, a 
nun’s affection for her own is far 
from being diminished.

Sister Jeanne Mance tells of her 


. experiences on the Island of Ukerewe. 
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At first I had the hospital, but 
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During the cotton harvest, there 
was a decrease in the number of 
patients coming to the hospital. 
But now, their number begins to 
crease again. At the clinic more 
people come now than a few days 
ago. Fifty-four victims of leprosy 
come regularly for their treat- 
ments. They are not quarantined 
here, and are even accepted in 
their families and go about freely 
land

with his wife, who is also a physi- 
cian. Our choice of medicines is 
less varied than in America, but we 
y to have penicillin,

icated by some tropical fever. 
This makes any recovery difficult, 
especially among the under-fed 
children. The simplest rules of hy- 
giene are unknown and contagi- 
ous diseases spread in no time. 

The islanders are a hardy, proud 
people, inclined to be violent at 
times. But, as a rule, they are 
straight-forward, quite willing to 
be told about God. Since my ar- 
rival | have seen no one refuse 
baptism when dying. Parents often 
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request baptism for their dying 
ildren. But I believe that the 
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islanders’ leisurely life hinders the 
full development of religion. Ev- 
erything grows without too much 
effort. The people just have to dig 
a little in their banana plantation. 
You can almost the cotton 
grow, and there is an abundance of 
fish for their daily diet. Poligamy 
is another serious obstacle to re- 
ligion. It is not easy to give up 
several income-bringing wives. The 
pagan customs are deeply rooted 
in their daily life. The younger 
islanders however feel the ridicule 
of some of the practices. 

A king, former pupil of the 
White Fathers and a graduate of 
the University of Uganda, rules 
the island. He is a young, resource- 
ful, well respected Catholic. His 
influence is very great, and he is 
extremely interested in his island’s 
progress. If he keeps up in the 
right direction, he can be very 
helpful in the development of 
Christianity on the island. His 
wife, a graduate of the Sisters’ 
school, is very sweet and kind. | 
went to visit them a week ago in 
their royal palace. For the African 
wilderness, their house is really 
worthy of rulers. 

Now back to the hospital for 
some more details about the Sis- 
ters’ work there. Constant watch- 
fulness is necessary. There is only 
one registered nurse to help, one 
student; all the others are full of 
good will but that is about all. It 
is necessary to watch and control 
if all the treatments are taken, the 
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Cornelio, a victim of leprosy, is 
a model Catholic, always in 
g00d humor, though he suffers 
continually. 


medicines given, etc. Cleanliness 
and hygiene—these are often un- 
known to the people. To take ster- 
ilized gauze with forceps, why, 
that is beyond them; when we ask 
them to sterilize the babies’ bot- 
tles and nipples they look at us as 
though we were just a bit off. 
There has to be a daily little ser- 
mon about keeping the rooms clean 
otherwise they would, in three 
days, be worse than their huts. 

Yet one can see some rewarding 
results of our work. The younger 
generation begins to pretty-up 
their huts and to dress their chil- 
dren neatly. 

Now I want to learn the lan- 
guage quickly so as to be able to 
teach catechism to the women. 
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New life receives first class care. 


Often there are only two or three 
Christians in the women’s wing: 
all the others are pagans. There 
we have an occasion for showing 
them the greatness and the beauty 
of Christianity. However, out 
charity and our kindness are still 
better than mere words. The 
people feel Christ’s influence in 
our lives for they come to us more 
readily than to the government 
hospitals. 

You ask if | am happy? I am 
more so every day. I would not 
change places with any woman in 


the world. A missionary’s life to- 
day is perhaps less arduous than 
years ago. 

Never could I have imagined 
the beauty and fullness of a mis- 
sionary’s life. Daily I pray more 
fervently that Christ may send 
other messengers of His love. 
There is no human joy comparable 
to that of a missionary serving 
God. It is hard to say the “yes” 
which means giving up the free- 
dom of our youth, but Christ re- 
wards us a thousand times for 
these humble sacrifices.

TO HER LAST BREATH 


For some time, Sister St. Jacob 
had been ill in her mission post in 
Tanganyika. When she seemed a 
little better and able to endure the 
journey, it was decided to send her 
to the hospital at Karema, at the 
other side of the lake. Another 
Sister and a Catholic woman ac- 
companied her. Lying on a camp 
bed on the deck, she seemed none 
the worse for the voyage and it 
was hoped that Karema would be 
reached without mishap. 

But on the same boat was a 
Moslem woman who was also ill. 
Her state began to give cause for 
anxiety and word of this was 
brought to the Sisters. Sister St. 
Jacob asked for her to be brought 
to them. She was an excellent nurse 
and saw immediately that if the 
woman was to be saved, she need- 
ed an injection at once. She had 
one with her for herself, but the 
Sister with her was not a nurse, 
and, weak as she was, Sister St. 
Jacob prepared to give the injec- 
tion. The sick woman was placed 
at her side, Sister St. Jacob was 
lifted up and with the little 


strength she still had, she slowly 
gave the injection. 

The Moslem captain and _ his 
men were watching; he turned to 
his crew saying: “God alone can 
measure this act of charity.” 

He was right. Scarcely was it fin- 
ished than Sister St. Jacob went 
into agony. They were not far from 
port, but the lake began to swell 
and it soon became clear that there 
was no possibility of stopping at 
Karema. The young Catholic 
woman was let down in a canoe 
to go to the mission and _ bring 
back a White Father, while the 
ship waited farther out. 

Soon the canoe was seen coming 
back, the oarsmen straining every 
nerve to get to the ship as quickly 
as possible. The missionary came 
aboard. .. “EGO TE ABSOLVO” 
“Sister, is there anything you 
want:” Father asked. “Nothing 
but just to die.” 

A few moments later, Sister ex- 
pired. Her body was deposited into 
the canoe that carried it to Kar- 
ema, where the funeral took place.

They would not accept 
any help with their water jugs, not 
even small blond-haired Malika, 
who was just about five years old. 
They were not the only children 
of our friend, Skoura, we were on 
route to visit. Brother and sister 
ran down to meet us as we ap- 
proached the house. On entering 
we met baby sister who swang in 
her vine-made crib which hung 
from the ceiling. Skoura greeted 
us, as is the Kabyle style, by 
uickly kissing our hand and then

her home. 


Here in her all-mud hut it was 
nice and cool. This one-room house 
had been handmade by Skoura. 
The room had two small windows. 
One faced Mecca where her hus- 
band stood when saying the Mus- 
ulman’s ritual prayer.

knew how. Mustophe made pape 
airplanes. Malika’s cat pawed oun 
rosary beads. The oldest girl was 
proud to show us her knitting. 
Meanwhile, Skoura smiled warmly 
as she prepared some tea. Tall 
and gracious, she seemed happy to 
her little palace. She 
poured a little of the tea from our 
cups into her own before offering 
it to us—to say, why of course its 
good, see I drink it myself.

ponds. He also prepared a leaflet 
with fish farming for 
anyone who came to him for fry. 

Fish recipes — The leaflet told 
the people of the need to feed the 
fish by scattering chopped-up grass 
and other vegetable matter every 
day in order for the pond to yield 
well. Father Gerard even advised 
the people to grow such crop as 
edible canna specially for their 
fish.
